Senator Nelson Thinks It Will 


Meet Objections.

having annexed the Hawaiian island B, 
we must protest them, and it ia equally 
true that auch protection cannot be 
insured without larRe cost. Hut tbere 
is another thine which the opponents of 
the treaty dojf.ot appear to consider: 
With the ialaude as a territory of tho 
United Statea, it will be no more neceu- 
eary to guard our interests thera against 
foreign interference than it alwaya has 
been. There never baa been a time 
when this nation couid with indifference 
have aeon to* ialandfl patia under alien 
power.

could not disregard bar fiat. If we care 
•till to panue our past negative policy 
of naval weakness, there IB nothing to 
Under our punning it whether or not 
the islanda aro our*, and the price|tliat 
w* might par for the policy would b« 
prveitely the-mme in any event.
